"My heart Is not my own; it Is 


yours. 
My braves are not mine, but 


yours. Command, and I obey. I -will 
trust the English before I will trust 
mine own people. 
The Indian that 


slays an Englishman shall die by my 
hand." 


Tho man who made this speech of 


loyalty to a group of grim-visaged Pu- 
ritans wag Uncas, sachem and hero. 
Nor were his words mere idle boast- 
ing. 
He had already 
proved 
their 


truth,, and was yet to prove it in a 
far more dramatic way. 


Uncas was horn about 15SS. He was 


a sub-chief of the Pequot nation, and 
up to middle age had had no adven- 
tures especially -well -worth relating. 
But in 1635 he headed a party of mal- 
contents against the Pequot sachem 
Sassacus. In the fierce little war that 
followed Uncas was expelled from ius 
"nation." 
But he took with him a 


band of loyal followers and formed a 
new tribe which he called the "Mohe- 
gans" (an ancient name of. the Pe- 
cjuots). He made himself chief of the 
Mohegans, and conquered for them a 
fine stretch of. land near -where Lyme, 
Conn., now stands. 
Then he turned 


his attention to., avenging himself oa 
his old enemies, the Pequots. 


A Deed^f Vengeance. 


The 
Mohegans were not 
strong 


enough to tackle them single-handed, 
so he signed a peace treaty with the 
English, settlers .of N,ew England, and 
in 1C37 joined the colonists in their 
expedition against the Pequot nation. 
Uricas guided the soldiers to the Pe- 
quots' chief stronghold, a village forti- 
fied by high wooden palisades. 
So 


fiercely did the English and Mohegans 
assault this town that all but four- 
teen of its Pequot inhabitants were 
slain. Then up and down through the 
Pequot country Uncas led the attack, 
until the whole "nation" that once had 
cast him out "was subdued. In reward 
Uncas received a large slice of 
the 


Pequot lands. When the war was ac- 
tually over he threw himself heart and 
soul into an effort to save the sur- 
vivors of his crushed enemies 
from 


punishment at the hands of the Eng- 
lish. 
So eagerly did he interfere to 


rescue the Pequots that the English 
declared him a fraitor and he narrow- 
ly escaped withj'-his life. 
But Uitcaa 


quickly proved his fidelity to the Eng- 
lish, and did so in such emphatic 
fashion that the Pequots deemed him 
a double traitor and plotted to murder 
him. 


Uncas swiftly .avenged this murder 


plot by swooping" down upon Sequas- 
son, the Connecticut river sachem, and 
laying -waste his villages. Next 
he 


found himself involved in a quarrel 
with Miantonomoh, sachem of the 
mighty Narragansett nation. 
Mianto- 


iiomoh had been accused .of conspir- 
ing to massacre the white settlers. In 


1640 
and again in 1642 the Narragan- 


sett sachem had'been arrested and 
brought 
before 
the 
Massachusetts 


magistrates on this charge and had 
had much trouble in clearing himself. 
Miantonomoh dared not attack 
the 


white men, but wreoied his spite by 
invading the country of their allies, 
the Mohegans. 
The Narragansetts, 


1,000 
strong, marched into Uncas's 


territory, destroying all in their path. 
Uncas could scrape together barely 
500 men to meet the invaders. 
The 


two forces met near the Yantic river 
falls. Uncas strode forth between the 
two little armies and shouted to Mi- 
antonomoh: 


"We both have many brave men at 


our backs. Why should many of them 
die.in our private quarrel? Stand for- 
ward, oh Miantonomoh, and fight me, 
hand to hand. 
And let the battle's 


issue rest on our combat!" 


Miantonomoh answered: "My men 


have come hither to fight. And they 
shall fight!" Then he gave the sig- 
nal for battle. 


Battfe and Victory. 


A terrific conflict followed. By mar- 


tial skill and utter reckless courage 
Uncas defeated the Narragansetts—- 
double the -number of his own force— 
and captured MJantonomoh. 
Instead 


of dealing with his fallen foe in usual 
fashion, he carried Miantonomoh be- 
fore.:', council of Massachusetts elders, 
-who 
,-omptly condemned the captive 


to <lfe. Uncas's own brother was par-, 
mittcd to strike the death blow. All' 
the local tribes now combined against 
the Mohegans, and but for the aid 
scrrt him by the English Uncas must 
have been overwhelmed. 
As it was, 


he fought for years like a tiger against 
his allied foes, and held his own : 
against them. Thomas Leffingwell, a ' 
settler, smuggled 
provisions to him 


once, when in 1656 he was besieged 
by the Narragansetts. Uncas, in grat- 
itude, gave Leffingweil the tract of' 
land now occupied by Norwich, Conn. | 


Uncas lived on until 1(182, dying at' 


the age of ninety-four. To the end! 
he refused to embrace his white al- 
lies' religion, and was described 
by | 


Massachusetts clergymen m 1674 as 
"an old and wicked, wilful man." Un- 
cas had all the true Indian cunning 
and cruelty; but he was honest, loyal 
and fearless—one of 
the 
foremost 


savages o£ his century.

1 to make the climb will be with "suck- 


• er" shoes, the sole of which is rubber 
and acts with a vacuum on the side 
'of 
the 
steeple. 
It 
is 
claimed 


by the men that a horse could not pull 
the climber from the wall, once the 
shoes are set. 
William Fitzsimmons, whose home 
is in Rockford, claims to be the oldest 
steeplejack in the world having passed 
his fiftieth birthday. 
In following his 
daring profession he has worked in all 
parts of the United States.. The most 
dangerous job that he ever attempted 
was to place the bands around the :JOG 
foot chimney of the Eastman Kodak 
company, at Rochester, New York. 


In placing the rods the steeplejacks 


will be forced to stand on the arms 
of the cross, a total distance of 20ii 
feet above the sidewalk below.

Once more the liquor problem is ii 
the fore front of discussion. Durine 


j the past year this question has beei 
;a troublesome one lor the authoritie 
to contend with and the fault appai 
ently lies entirely with a few retailer 
who have grossly and openly violates 
the city ordinances relative to closin_ 
hours. 
The recall fight was 
mainij 
based on the enforcement o£ these 01 
dinances and since the recent electioi 
there have been several flagrant case 
which have attracted public attentioi 
to the question once more. 


Fear Dry Arena. 
The question as to whether the pres 
ent public discussion of the law viola 
tions would not react upon the bus! 
ness as a whole and bring about 
vote on the question of "wet or dry' 
has been earnestly discussed by some 
of the retailers as well as the supply 
bouses whose business consists of fur 
nishing the beverages consumed. Ii 
fact so strenuous has been the dis 
cussion • that it is understood it was 
thought advisable to attempt to or 
ganize the retailer of the city into ar 
organization pledged to conform to the 
ordinances and state laws in hopes o" 
quieting the continual discussion o 
tbo problem. 


Cases Pending. 
This decision it is understood was 
reached after it had been announcec 
that

against many offenders 
of the law 
some retailers 
holding city licenses 
others for sale 
of 
liquor

license, on evidence secured by detec- 
tives employed by Mayor .Fathers to 
ferret out law violations.

Not Dropped. 


It is stated on good authority that 
th« cases prepared will not be dropped 
that prosecutions will follow on tht 
evidence secured.

municipal judge and the cases brought, 
to trial." While Mayor Fathers is out 
of the city at present, a victim of bay
